GAS TAXES IN 
44 STATES GIVE 
$139,906,242 FUND 


WASHINGTON—-Receipts of the 
gasoline tax in the United States for 
1925 are estimated at $130,906,242. 
This is an increase of 860,000,000 
over 1924, when $79,784,490 wae col- 
lected. How rapidly the States have 
turned to this source of revenue for 
highway purposes is better shown by 
the comparison with the year 1919, 
when receipts were only $553,987 

Forty-four states now levy. a tax 
on gasoline. Ohio, with a tax of 2 
cents per gallon, which became ef- 
fective last year, collected $5,500,000, 
it is estimated, Gross Yeceipts for 
the first six months were $2,516,438. 

The average tax @or all states is 
2.44 cents por gallén. South Carolina 
maintains the highest rate—6 cents, 
California, North Carolina and Ne- 
vada have a 4-cent tax, while the 
scale ranges from there downwara 
tu 1 cent in other states. 


DIESEL ENGINE 
IS ADAPTED TO 
AUTOMOBILE USE 


Montreal Engineer Gives 
One 3,000 Mile Test 
in East 


The Diesel engine, so long for- 
saken as impossible by automotive 
engineers, is here at last 

It has been used on a 3,000 mile 
test in a passenger car ot/ Montreal 
and found to fill the requirements of 
flexible passenger nutomobile use. 

It is being tested ut the Philadel- 
phia navy yard for use in United 
States naval aircraft. 

And it shows promise of being 
adapted not only for passenger car 
use, but for airplanes, trucs, tract- 
ors, busses, rail cars, tugs and 
pleasure cars, 

The man responsible for the in- 
troduction, of this type of engine, 
which is much cheaper and more 
economical than the gasoline engine 
in use today, is Andre C. Attendu, a 
Montreal engineer, He described 
his product recently to members of 
the Soclety of Automotive Engineers. 

Eliminates Old Objection 

From Attendu’'s description, here's 
a small, lightweight, heavy-oil burn- 
ing engine based on the Diesel, high- 
pressure injection principle and still 
flexible enough for every-day pas- 
senger car use, Lack of flexibility 
used to be the big objection to the 
original Diesel, 

But when Attendu tells his fellow 


engineers that his engine can idlo| time, as to how long it takes to act 
down to 120 revolutions a minute | and how long after acting it takes 


and from that resume a. top speed 
of 1460 to 1600 revolutions a min- 
lte, that it starta rearily from dead 
cold after three to five revoyitions 
with a six-volt starter, that it de- 
velops 56-brake horsepower at 1400 
revolutions, and that it shows a con- 
sumption of heavy crude oil at the 
rate of about 20 miles to a galjion, 
the flexibility argument can't be re- 


peated, 
Five Years on Trial 

Attendu sees the advantage of this 
sort of engine at present mostly for 
airplane and heavy duty use. But 
he also foresees its use ultimately as 
& passenger car engine, with greater 
advantages than the present type. 

The first engine of tnis type was 
built in 1921 and proved ‘a fatlure. 
It ee Operated on the atraight 
diesel principle, The second engine 
was based on the principle o feolld 
fuel injection rather than air injec- 
tion, with several other importan, | 
changer, and proved so effective that | 
the new principle has been adopted 
in the Attendu engine / 

The entire engine weighs only 3.6 
pounds for each brake horaspower 
and has been run up to a speed of 
22109 revolutions @ minute. 

“Tests made with this engine,” 
says Attendu, . “definitely establish | 
the fact that light metal can be used | 
in the construction of heavy off, | 
high-speed eng!nes, and also that 
this type of engine is nomore dificult 
to bulld than the present gasoline 
engine.”
